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Beltsville  (Md.)  Station  to 
be  made  model  for  Country 

The  experiment  Station  of  the  United 
States  Dept,  of  Agriculture  at  Beltsville, 
Maryland,  is  to  be  a  model  for  the  entire 
country  through  the  purchase  of  an 
additional  1000  acres  of  land  and  the 
construction  of  new  buildings  costing 
$1,750,000. 

The  Animal  Husbandry  Laboratory  will 
provide  one  million  square  feet  of  floor 
space  for  laboratories  dealing  with  animal 
nutrition,  genetics,  meat  and  wool  inves¬ 
tigations.  The  poultry  nutrition  labora¬ 
tory  will  provide  facilities  for  killing  and 
plucking  poultry  and  quick  freezing  of 
poultry,  also  facilities  for  the  study  of 


cold  storage  of  eggs.  The  new  Dairy  In¬ 
dustry  building  will  permit  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  dairy  products  and  by-products  on 
a  factory  scale.
